| Re es grow easily in good garden loam. However, 
such soil conditions do not always exist, and then preparation of 
the planting area is necessary. Any soil can be improved by the 
addition of peat, peat moss, compost or other organic materials. 

Particular care should be taken with evergreens planted under 
trees. Every plant has difficulty when first placed in such a loca- 
tion due to dryness and shade. Several years of regular attention, 
particularly with regard to water, are necessary before plants can 
send roots deep into the ground and become established. 

Evergreens will not grow in land that is poorly drained, even 
though such areas are dry during the summer months. Plants that 
cannot be easily kept weed-free and cultivated should be mulched 
heavily with a coarse material such as hay or wood chips. 

It is generally not advisable to fertilize evergreens when planting. 
After they are established for about a year, any recommended 
fertilizer used sparingly is advisable. 

When evergreens are used in a restricted area, such as in founda- 
tion plantings, they normally require an annual pruning to prevent 
overgrowth and to give character to the planting. This pruning 
is best done during spring or early in the summer to allow time for 
additional growth to cover any possible unsightliness of the cuts. 
Hedge shears usually create a formal effect while hand shears or 
a knife are used if one wishes to prune for a more natural effect. 


ORD 


Broad-Leaved Evergreens thrive in soils rich in organic matter. 
They need soils that are acid and the liberal use of peat or peat 
moss is advisable. Being surface-rooted, this group of plants par- 
ticularly enjoys either a mulch or a ground cover such as Pachy- 
sandra or Vinca to keep the soil cool and moist.
